1) The instant application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the 
definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and 
(a)(2). However, the instant application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.821 
through 1.825 for the reason(s) set forth below. It should be noted that 37 CFR 1.821 (a)(2)(c-d) 
states that each sequence disclosed must appear separately in the "Sequence listing" as well as in 
the text of the description and claims. See MPEP 243 1 . 

The instant application contains distinct or dissimilar sequences identified by the same 
SEQ ID NO. and/or sequence(s) that are described in the specification, but is not listed in the 
Sequence Listing/CRF. For example, SEQ ID NO: 1 is identified as a 12 amino acid-long 
sequence in the Sequence Listing/CRF. However, claim 1 recites a SEQ ID NO: 1 which is 36 
amino acid-long. This 36 amino acid-long amino acid sequence does not appear to be included 
in the Sequence Listing/CRF. Each distinct sequence should be identified by an individual SEQ 
ID number so that a proper restriction/speciation and/or a meaningful search can be performed. 
Furthermore, several amino acid sequences recited on page 6 of the specification are not 
identified by sequence identifiers, i.e., SEQ ID numbers, as required.
